Worthy Sir^ 

WHen I h^d l^ft the Honour to be at a meeting of the 
Royal Society in Grefham College, there happ;.:7icd 
in a difcourfe concerning Plunibs.which gave me occalion to 
tell you of one detained in the Guts of a Woman above 50 
vears, caufin^ ftran^^e ^aw^ f^rJevous accidents, till 1 drew it 
out ex Ana. 

According to my promjfe then, 1 fend you now a more 
particular account of that v^^onderful cafe and cure than I 
could give by meer memory* 

Her name is Sarah Swaj^, of a thin habit and middle fia- 
tare, who when but fix years old, was firft afflicted with a 
violent pain;, together ^vith a large hard fwclling on the 
left fide of her Ixlly, which laftcd twelve hours, and then 
went off without ufe of any Remedy or fenfible evacuation ^ 
and at the end of three months returned, laftedand v/cntoff 
as before. 

Several years it obferved that Period, and then changed 
its in termi (lion from ^ months to 5 weeks, and fo continned 
till fhe was :?$ years oId> in which time (he married, and 
bore one Child, the pain of which (lie averr'd to be much 
lefs than what thefe paroxifms gave her. 

Daring lier pregnancy, her Pains nor IntermifTions had nc^ 
alteration, and.ihh::n: whole Life ihe found 1:0 Di^c dilturl>*d 
her but Milk and Slak Meats, 
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'Abou'r ^ mmhihtmQ flie was cyred, dio Pain und Tti- 
■^■oicur encfcafwi to the bigiiefs of a mans two rlfb, llie en- 
cicavoprcd by many R^emcdics to get cafe, but in vain, till 
the torment and watcbiog bad Co weakned lier^ that Oic 
could not rife out of her Bed nor lie dov/n in it 

In this deplorable condiUon Oie wasadvifed by a V/o- 
man to take a dofc of Pov/der'd Jalop, what the quantity 
was I could not learn, but it operated violently^ and flid- 
denly drove the paia tromher Hde down to the Ar-jMf, v.'here 
it refcrnbled a Temfm^s^ mz* a conftant and violent inclina- 
tion to ftoois wiiliouc behig abie to force off any tlmig^ and 
after flie had been thus crucified four da) ^ her Urine alfo 
ftopr, and two days after chat the charitable Ncighbouis, 
who had ali along gi^en her their befc afliffance craved 
mine, 

I perceived by their report ot the matter, that fomething 
obOruikd the pailage of |ier Excrements, and foon found it 
fo by a probe ^ 1 then anointed the paffage with P^pulkmm^ 
and taking hold of the fubfrancc wjdi a pair of large For* 
ceps, made to extraft Stones from the Bladder afccr Litho- 
tomy, I drew it forth* 

Abundance of Wind and Excrements g^llit our, and con- 
tinued to flow till her Guts were en.pticd ot all the matter:, 
which had been fo long retained ^ affer ^vliich I ordered her 
an Anodine Clyfter, and a compofirg draught, and ever 
Once (being fcveral years) flie continucch well. 

The thing €xtrafted was round, fomewhat oblong, ha- 
ving on it fome fuch impreii': ns, as mens Fingers mikt: on 
Wax or Plaifter* It then we!;j;hed lo Drachms, now icarcc 
an Ounce, it was 5 inches in r rrcumference, and altho it felt 
and otherwife appeared a Stone, it fwam on ¥/atcr, which 
made me fee the infide of it ny cutting it in two with a Knife, 
externally it was black, and fmooth as if varnifbt, and no 
thicker, which made me before f had conlidcrcd the whole, 
think it the expanded skin of the Plumb indurated 1 n^xt to 
this thin blacknefs was a craft of matter like Brick, diethick- 
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ncfs of an half Crown, withia that appeared a fubftance 
refembliog Pafte-board or chewed Paper^ and within that 
Jay a Prune or withered Plumb, with the Stone and Kernel 
cut alunderbymy Knife. 

I have fent it for the R* Society to examin, who T pre- 
fume will think rhat all thofe wonderful accidents, which 
fo longmolefted this poor Womm, were occafioned by this 
Plumb fwallowed fo many years before 5 but how thole 
different accretions were made to it in fuch a place as the In- 
teftines > How it ceafcd to torment her at fo many and fuch 
different In ervals } where it lurked between thofe Fits, and 
how the Pain and Tumour obferved fuch exact Periods for 
fomany years ^ at firft every three months, and afterward 
every 3 weeks? are queftions lam not able to refolve. 

Many Authors tell us of various Stones ej^fted by Stool, ^^y^^,//^^^,^ 
and of late many of them have been found to come out of vol a.e^/;89. 
the Gall Bladder through the Cholerick Channels of J^un-^^^^-^^^ 
diced People. I have feen two fuch bigger than any I have Uurh. 'i/i/. -. 
read of, one fo big as a Pullets Egg, which came from a»^- '^^ 
Lady in the operation of a ftrong Cholagogue taken fur a 
Jaundice that had refifted many other Fvem^dies, the other 
as big as a large Nutmeg, driven out by the fame means from 
an aged Man languifhing in the fame diftemper, and both 
of them for many days after thofe Stones came off, eva- 
cuated great quantities of Chokr by Stool, and were freed 
of the Difeafe. 

That thofe two Stones were generated in the FoUkulas 
Fellis or ducius Chokdochm^ no man will doubt who con- 
fiderStheconfequence^and knpws that in colour, tafte, weig! t 
and (bape, they refembled fuch as are found in thoic parrs 
upon diffeftion of Jaundiced Bodies. I once faw near an 
handful of them taken out of the Gall Bladder of the For- 
tugd Ambaffador that dyed in London^ ^^19* and we are 
lately told by Bagl hi m^ that the famous M^pighm/s was 
full of them, they ufually are of fubcitrin colour, rcfemble 
bright Myrrh, and feem an aggregate of fm.il! Stones, which 
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Perhaps are rnade fiogly in the i^e/mla^ and Coalefce in th 

The ccnfeqaence of their coming off fhews, that they 
eaif;ddie Jaundiceio thofe t^o pcrfbns I have mentioned, by 
obftrudling the Channels thro'whfchthe Bile paffcth from lii^ 
common receptacle into the duodenum. It may perhaps fecm 
ininoiiible ro'lbme meiv that flibflances of that magnitude 
could pafstrioro'jgh a Meatus foTmali as the' comtiio'n BkUm 
is. But It bath been no wonder to me this twenty year^, 
iince \ dilTeftcd a Phyfician of this place, who dyed of the 
Jaundice, and found the DhBhs Communis large enough to 
admit my greateft Finger, as 3 Phyficians and one Surgeon 
befides myfelf; iaw to oor great furprize,

j[ Letter was concerning PI umb-ftones which had be^,- 
fwallowed by fome perfons, and had been the caiffe et then 
Sicknefs or E)eath. 

The firft was a Man in Lancajhire^ who being for many years 
ill of the Colic, and receiving relief from no Med'cine, defined 
he might be difTefted after his Death, to fee what mighr La 
the caufe of his Difeafe. This was accorditfgly done,and they 
took out of one of his Guts a large Ball 6 inches about, of an 
ounce and half weight made up of a fpungy matter which 
fwJms in Water^and viewed by a Microfcope, appeared to be 
made up of very fmall,tranfparent Hairs or Fibres, wrought to- 
gether, after the tiianner of the Tophus Bovinm taken out of 
the maws of Oxen. lr\ the middle or center of it was a 
common Prune or Plumb-ftone, which had been fwallowed^ 
and fticking fomewhere in the Cuts, had gathered that 
fubftance about it which refembled the nnall Hairs on the 
skins of feveral Creatures or Fibers of Plants we cat* Dr 
Charles Leigh in his Natural Hfftory of Laucajljire , 
&c. in his firft Table has figured this Fig. 4. He 
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
